Return of German Property

WASHINGTON — The in sid e story of rn e 
m an euv er to turn the big Germ an chemical 
compan ies back to their form er Nazi own ers is 
on e of the most amazin g in the n ation ’s capital. 
It in v olv es lobbyin g an d public relation s op­ 
eration s costin g about $200,000 a year; a Swiss 
executiv e, W alter Greman n , literally commutes 
across the Atlan tic, sometimes leav in g the May­ 
flower Hotel in W ashin gton on Frid ay an d get­ 
tin g back on Tuesd ay; fin ally it in v olv es most 
un usual cooperation between supposed ly im­ 
partial Sen ate fun ction aries an d attorn eys for 
the German s. 
For in stan ce, the attorn eys for the Swiss 
compan y n ow fron tin g for the former Nazi 
own ers of Gen eral An ilin e an d Film is Ray 
Jen kin s. Mr. Jen kin s is n ot the Ten n essee a t­ 
torn ey who figured in the M cCarthy hearin gs, 
but represen ts In terhan d el an d has offices in 
Room 541 of the W ashin gton Build in g. 
In the same Room 541 with his n ame listed 
on the office d oor besid e Jen kin s’ is John W. 
Naim . Mr. Nairn is coun sel for the supposed ly 
im partial Sen ate committee in v estigatin g alien 
property. 
In other word s, though the Sen ate committee 
was supposed to make an un biased stud v of 
w hether German property should be return ed , 
actually the Sen ate committee’s coun sel had his 
office in the same office of the attorn ey who 
is tryin g to get the chief German compan y 
return ed . 
Half-Billion Dollars 
But this isn ’t all. The chummy relation ship 
IS ev en chummier. The two attorn eys ev en swap 
their secretary, Miss An n ette H. Day. Efficien t 
Miss Day has been workin g for Ray Jen kin s, 
attorn ey for the Swi.ss-German combin e. Now 
she works for the Sen ate committee in v e.stigat- 
in g the possible return of German property. 
She ev en spen d s part time in the Swiss-German 
attorn ey’s firm an d part time in the Sen ate 
committee. 
There are other in terestin g lin ks between the 
Sen ate committee an d the form er Nazi own ers, 
all poin tin g to the probability that Sen ator Dirk- 
sen ’s in v estigation of alien property was about 
as on e-sid ed as H itler’s in v asion of Polan d . 
But first it should be recalled that the Am eri­ 
can bran ches of the big German cartels, after 
bein g seized by the Justice Departmen t, hav e 
been built up an d in creased in v alue un ti! they 
are reputed to be worth about half a billion 
d ollars. 
This is w hat the German in d ustrialists n ow 
w an t back, an d this is what American tax­ 
payers wiH be out if they are giv en it back. 
Actually the Swiss are n ow in on part of the 
d eal, together w ith certain powerful groups of 
American s. The Swiss ban kers first stan d to 
m ake a big profit by sellin g Gen eral An alin e 
an d Film back to American ban kers. 
Secon d , 
American in v estm en t ban kers plan to 
float 
stock to the American public, while they keep 
con trol of the in suran ce, the ban kin g fees, the 
legal fees, an d the compan y itself. 
Thus, the Germ an people wlil get n o help 
whatsoev er, though the American Legion , with 
the best in ten tion in the world , backed the 
property return plan , thin kin g it would help 
build a stron g German y, 
Otherp who hav e been cashin g in on 
the 
lobbyin g battle for the return of Nazi property 
are the Bern ard Relin public relation s firm, 
which has been paid $50,000 plus expen ses by 
the Swiss-Germ an combin e. Also Col. Joe Ros­ 
en baum , who figured in the RFC min k coat 
hearin gs, has represen ted on e of the in v estmen t 
ban kers, Blair an d Co., which for some time 
had an option on In terhan d el stock. 
Ex -Legion Commander 
The way the American Legion got mixed up 
in the alien property d ispute was through Ed 
Hayes, form er Legion comman d er an d recen t 
GOP can d id ate for the Sen ate from Illin ois. 
Hayes is a frien d of the presen t GOP sen a­ 
tor from Illin ois, Ev erett Dirksen . who lon g has 
been frien d ly with Ern est 
Halbach, 
former 
American head of Gen eral An alin e an d Film, 
In lin e wd th this frien d ship, Dirksen arran ged 
for the appoin tmen t of a Sen ate subcommittee 
shortly after 
the 
Eisen hower 
ad min istration 
came in to power, to stud y alien property. He 
mad e Ed Hayes chief coun sel. 
Hayes has been efficien t an d in fluen tial. It 
was he who helped get his fellow Legion n aires 
to ad opt a resolution fav orin g the return of 
alien property, an d it was on e of Hayes’ law 
partn ers, Roger Q. White, who is also a part­ 
n er in the public relation s firm of Shaheen an d 
W hite, who was in strum en tal in gettin g ed i­ 
torials fav orable to the return 
of German 
property published in 200 weekly n ewspapers. 
Hayes is also frien d ly with W alter German n , 
the Swiss executiv e for In terhan d el who com­ 
mutes across th e , Atlan tic while lobbyin g for 
the return of Gen eral An alin e an d Film to the 
Swiss-Germ an combin e. 
Gen eral 
An alin e, 
in cid en tally, 
was 
worth 
a b o u t 
$25,000,000 when the Un ited States took 
It ov er. It is still own ed an d operated by the 
U.S. gov ern men t, an d its v alue is n ow $100,- 
000,000. It is this in creased v alue which makes 
it so attractiv e to the powerful group pullin g 
wires for its Veturn . 
In v iew of all the backstage factors behin d 
’ his im partial Sen ate surv ey, it is n ot surpris- 
n ig that Sen ator Dirksen in trod uced a bill on 


Ala y 7. 1954, proposin g to han d the German an d 
Japan ese property back to the orign al oumers. 
\\'Tiat is surprisin g is that d e.spite a crow'd ed 
ciin gression al calen d ar, the forces behin d this 
bill are such that it may slip through at this 
session . More of this stran ge hLstory will fol­ 
low soon .

Wliite Cells Arc Important 


In Resisting Infections

The white blood ceils play an im portan t part 
m the resistan ce of the bod y to in fection an d 
possibly in other fun ction s. These cells in crease 
m n um ber m the presen ce of man y kin d s of in ­ 
fection s. 
Usually, tn ere are about 7500 white blood ceils 
in each cubic m illim eter of blood (as compared 
with about 5,000,000 red cells). Because there 
are so man y more red cells the white cells can 
be coun ted satisfactorily on ly when the red cells 
hav e been d estroyed by a special solution . 
The coun t of the n um ber of white ceils is 
mad e by takin g a measured quan tity of blood 
in to a solution which d issolv es the red cells. 
A fter mixin g, some of the solution is placed 
between two glass slid es which hav e markin gs 
which can be seen un d er the microscope. 
The d istan ce between the glass slid es is also 
kn own . The white cells are then coun ted un d er 
the microscope with the calculation of the n um ­ 
ber 
per 
cubic 
millimeter 
mad e 
by 
simple 
arithm etic. 
The white blood coun t is an extrem ely im­ 
portan t test in stud yin g the blood . For example, 
the white blood coun t is almost always higher 
than n ormal in acute appen d icitis. 
The n um ber of white cells is also in crea.'ed 
in man y in fection s, so that it is n ot a test for 
an y on e d isease, but rather a reflection of an 
in flamm ation or in fection somewhere in the 
bod y. 
White ceils are .sometimes d amaged by d is­ 
ease or more common ly by d rugs or poison s. 
This may cause a d rop below’ n ormal n umbers. 
Un d fT such circurn slan c<*s, the resistan ce of the 
bod y is lowered an d a person becomes more 
than usually sueeptible to in feclion .s. 
The n ame for this con d ition is leukopen ia. 
Special v arieties of leukopen ia are called agra- 
n ulocytopen ia. In an .swer to Mrs. L. there are 
n o in jection s or “shots” which can be relied on 
to in crease the n um ber of white cells. 
The leukocires are an im portan t aid in d iag­ 
n osin g man y d iseases. 
They are coun ted an d 
stud ied in almost ev eryon e who goes to a hos­ 
pital or the d octor’s office.

individual way, seeking to live 
well toward Goid and our feilow- 
men, expressing the Christian way 
in deed and character? 
“ But why the church and its 
appointed services? ” 
A friend who did not go to 
church, a lover of nature who 
worshiped in the woods and fields, 
one told me how, in the exuber­ 
ance of his nature worship, he felt 
a great expansiveness of soul in 
which he felt like embracing all 
mankind. 
One 
trouble, of course, 
was 
that all mankind wasn’t there to 
be embraced. Also, it is much 
easier to have a vague and gen­ 
eral love for all men than it is 
to have a particular and very real 
. love for the neighbors. Or toward 


I one’s immediate associates in daily 
life. 
A further difficulty is in the 
fact that so many in such rela­ 
tionship are not particularly lov­ 
able. or may be even actually 
repulsive. 
When the Apostle Paul, great 
apostle of brotherly love (I Co­ 
rinthians 13), admonished his fel­ 
low Christians to “ live peaceably 
with all men’’ (Romans 12:18), 
he qualified it with the very real- 
istice addition “ If it be possible, 
as much as lieth in you.” 
But much is possible when one 
has Christian vision and incen­ 
tive. One of the deepest and most 
essential aspects of Christianity is 
that its Founder said “ Love your 
enemies.” 
There is not much love of ene­ 
mies in our world, and none too 
much love among friends. Reli­ 
gion, with too 
many 
people, is 
too much an individual affair; 
and even in the sincerity of wor­ 
ship, to worship God in loneli­ 
ness is to miss the deepest note 
of worship. The word “ religion” 
in Its very meaning emphasizes 
the idea of binding. 
The “ bond of fellowship” is of 
the 
very 
essence 
of 
Christian 
worship, much as faith and devo­ 
tion have their beginning and rise 
in the individual soul. Tn a com­ 
munity in which the church rep- 
re.sents 
a 
bond 
of 
fellowship 
among tliose who live withir- its 
area, it becomes a mighty force 
for mutual encouragement in all 
that is best. 
At a time when some churches 
have 
become 
little 
more 
than 
social club.s, there is danger in 
emphasizing too much the social 
activitie.s of the local church. 
One essential definition of the 
church is that it is “ the body of 
Christ’’ (Ephesians 1:23): which 
means that if the spirit of Christ 
be not in the body, no matter 
how fine the organization it is 
not the Church of Christ. 
But where that first, deepest, 
essential nature of the church is 
attained, all its social activities 
are of great value. For churches 
are, and ought to be, places of 
fellowship; social institutions as 
well as places of formal worship.

G erm an y 
(A1—Bustling 
West G erm an y is outpacing all its 
neighbors in oil discoveries. 
Five new oil fields have been dis­ 
covered this year, pushing annual 
production to 21-2 million tons. This 
is about one-third of the nation’s 
requirem ents. 
By 1955, oil experts predict West 
G erm a n wells will sput three mil­ 
lion tons a year. H itler’s G erm an y 
produced only 450,000 tons of oil 
in 1936. 
W est G e rm a n y ’s crude oil p ro ­ 
duction a lread y is biggest in West 
E urope. 
With estim ated reserves 
of 60 million tons, the nation m ay 
be able to supply all its oil needs 
within 10 years, oil m en say.
